IT IS an open secret in Washing 
ton that Marshall’s amazing ca 
pacity for responsibility and his 
great personal qualities — forth- 
rightness, common sense, an ency 
eloped ic memory, unassuming man 
ner, an ability to use with great 
skill such instruments, human or 
material, as are at hand — have 
made him the dominant figure in 
staff councils. 
The men working with him in 
the Anglo-American joint chiefs of 
staff probably are no less able 
than Marshall as strategists or tac­ 
ticians.

If MacArthur has complained 
publicly about his lack of men and 
equipment—and he has on several 
occasions—It’s a safe bet that he 
has flooded Washington with com 
plaints and demands the public 
never heard of. 
Why? One informed guess is the 
lack of a single Pacific command 
and a consequent absence of unity 
of purpose and method.

RUSSIA is mounting a major offensive aimed 
at the Baltic states from desp penetrations 
Into the German lines In White Russia, according 
to German communiques.

nrH E Germans, stung by the painful implications 
* 
of Russian war criminal trials and tbe execu­ 
tion of German terrorists in Russia, are scream ­ 
ing throats of retaliation against United States 
and British prisoners. This is cruel psychological 
warfare against tho relatives of these prisoners, 
but it wou’t work. 
The Germans, like the Japanese, aru capable 
of atrocities, but there are several strings at­ 
tached to this kind of atrocity. The Germans 
executed at Kharkov were tried for the deliberate 
murder of Russian civilians on Kussiau soil. They 
have no counterpart, to date, in Germau prison 
camps. Only when the eoll of Germauy has been 
invaded, sud then only lf members of the in­ 
vading army 
were guilty of terrorism, could 
there be a duplicate of the Russian war criminal 
trials. 
Tbe Japanese claim that captured aviators from 
the Tokyo raid had committed a crime against 
the civilian population will not appeal strongly 
to the Germans. Too many of their own airmen 
are in the bands of Great Britain to make that 
argument attractive. 
Germany was first to wage war in Europe on 
the assumption that bombs dropped on civilians 
constitute good strategy. Its propaganda threat 
to try British and American prisoners as war 
criminals need not be taken seriously.

N offshoot of this idea, voiced 
privately In business circles, 
Is a plan whereby Axis countries 
would ba forced to restore, with 
their own labor and money, any­ 
thing they have destroyed.

The hens’ answer was in the 
form of an unprecedented quantity 
of eggs—knocking prices well be­ 
low OPA ceilings in major cities, 
with stocks piling up In the hands 
o f wholesalers. 
Part of the heavy marketings 
was attributed by poultry dealers 
to the fact pullets born early last 
spring now are getting on the egg 
production line. Output normally 
expands at this time of year, with 
a consequent decline in prices, 
dealers said. 
Another factor 
Increasing 
the 
dealers asserted, was the lack of 
volume 
in 
consumer 
channels, 
any government program for pur­ 
chase of dried eggs for the 1944 
season. As a result, the egg driers 
were withdrawing from the m ar­ 
ket. 
The 
country's 
egg • producing 
capacity has undergone enormous 
expansion. There are 
far 
more 
hens on farms than usual and 
each of them. on average, is lay 
ing more eggs. 
Hens and pullets of egg laying 
age in farm flocks during No vein 
ber were 6 percent higher than 
last year and 32 percent more 
than the average for the IO years, 
1932-42, according to the depart 
m eat of agriculture. 
They laid 4 percent more eggs 
than last November and 87 per­ 
cen t than the IO year (1932-41) 
average for the mouth. 
The departm ent said the num 
ber of potential egg layers on 
Dec. I—hens and pullets—laying 
age plus pullets not yet of egg 
laying age—was 9 percent larger 
than 
a year 
ago, 
also a 
new 
record.

As Stocks Grow High

CHICAGO. Dec. S3 — Another 
example of the tremendous produc­ 
tive capacity of thie country’s food 
plant was before the American 
people today as many cities were 
glutted with a surplus of eggs. 
Hens had Joined hogs, which 
hare been moving to market In 
heavier volume than can be ban* 
died by meat processors, In reply* 
lng to doleful prophets who. earlier 
this

predicted 
nationwide 
food shortages. 
The hens* answer was in the 
form of an unprecedented quantity 
of egga—knocking prices well be­ 
low OPA ceilings in major cities, 
with stocks piling up in the hands 
of wholesalers. 
Part of the heavy marketings 
was attributed by poultry dealers 
to the fact pullets born early last 
spring now are getting on the egg 
production line. Output normally 
expands at this time of year, with 
a consequent decline in prices, 
dealers said. 
Another factor increasing the 
dealers asserted, was the lack of 
volume 
In 
consumer 
channels, 
any government program for pup 
chase of dried eggs for the 1944 
season. As a result, the egg driers 
were withdrawing from the mar 
ket. 
The 
country’s egg * producing 
capacity has undergone enormous 
expansion. There are far more 
hens on farms than usual and 
each of them, on average, is lay 
lng more eggs. 
Hens and pullets of egg laying 
age In farm flocks during Novem 
ber were 6 percent higher than 
last year and 32 percent more 
than the average for the IO years, 
1933*42, according to the depart 
meat of agriculture. 
They laid 4 percent more eggs 
than last November and 67 pep 
cent than the IO year (1933-41) 
average for the month. 
The department said the nam 
ber of potential egg layers on 
Dec. I—hens aud pullets—laying 
age plus pullets not yet of egg 
lairing age—whs 9 percent larger 
than a year ago. also a 
new 
record.

11-Week Trial On Extortion 


Charges Ends In Gotham

NEW YORK, Dec. 23 — Seven 
men, described by the governm ent 
as members of Ai Capone’s Chicago 
gang and a Newark, N. J., official 
of the AFL International Alliance 
of Theatrical Stage Employes were 
under conviction today of attem pt­ 
ed extortion of fl.000,000 from the 
motion picture industry. 
The 
seven, 
found 
guilty 
last 
night by a federal Jury of nine 
women and three men, face pos­ 
sible maximum sentences of IO 
years 
im prisonment 
and 
310,000 
fines. 
The jury, which lias been sitting 
for l l weeks, deliberated IO hours 
and 13 minutes. A separate verdict 
was returned for each defendant. 
A jury poll showed each decision 
wds unanimous. 
Sentencing was set for Dec. 30 
by Judge John Bright. 
The defendants were Louis Cam­ 
pagna, Philip D’Andrea, Francis 


Maritote, Charles Gioe, and Paul 
De Lucia, all of Chicago; and John 
Roselli of Los Angeles and Chi­ 
cago, and Louis Kaufman, business 
agent of the I.A.T.S.E.

local. 
The 
prosecution 
charged 
the 
seven men were the "higher ups" 
supporting Willie Bioff and George 
EL Browne, labor leaders who were 
convicted of extortion two years 
ago and now are serving prison 
sentences. 
Bioff and Browne were principal 
government w itnesses at the trial. 
The government contended the 
defendants coerced and terrorized 
motion picture executives to get 
their demands. 
The defense argued payments by 
producers to 
Bioff and 
Browne 
were bribes to avoid labor trouble, 
and the seven defendants were not 
connected with the payments.
